— John W. Schorr lnul a 
field day of it at Woodbine this afternoon. The 
colors of the Memphis tumuan were carried t<> vic- 
tory in three stakes — Ed Crump winning the Ju- 
venile Stakes. David Craig the Woodstock Plate and 
I'.dda tile Queen's Hotel Cup. Ed Crump won his 
race in easy tasbion, beating the lieowell colt. 
Sir Edgar, by a couple of lengths. David Craig's 
victory was unexpected by tin* horsemen in general, 
who looked to see Amos Turney's supposed crack, 
\\ aterbass. prove an easy winner. The stable con- 
nections. however, were confident that David Craig 
would show a good performance and, under a well- 
judged ride by Hanover, the S c horr eolt beat Water 
lias.-*, a scant length. David Craig was certainly 

the better of the two this afternoon, tin the first 
turn lie was jammed against the inside rail ami 
e' lyaied to lie hopelesslv crowded out of it. On 
the turn out of the backstretch lie began to gain 
on the leaders and. in a long, hard stretch drive, 
outgamed the tiling Waterbass. Excuses were made 
by tile latter’s admirers, who claimed that the colt 
was short. The two probably will meet again on 
Saturday in the Toronto Cun.

Maupin's 
Idle Michael. The latter was a distant trailer until 
the last half mile, when lie began to close and in 
just did manage to get up in tile final stride to win 
by a head from Kingcash. 

Another large crowd was in attendance and, while 
it may not have lieeu so great as that of the open- 
ing day, it was just as enthusiastic. Their Boyal 
Highnesses, tile Duke and Duchess of Connaught, 
were again present. 

The Goodwood Plate, which called for Canadian- 
bred two-year-obis, was won in easy fashion by C. 
S. Campbell’s Linsin. which l>eal Harry Bassett II., 
the brother to Beehive, by three lengths. The latter 
is a colt of immense size and conformation. He 
weighs in the neighborhood of 1.050 pounds. In 
today’s race he ran greenly, propping at the start 
and dropping back. He closed a big gup and at the 
finish was going much faster than the winner. 

Jockey Butwell returned to New York tonight, 
so as to be on hand to ride The Masquerader at 
Belmont Park tomorrow. Incidentally. Ual Parr 
lias refused an offer of $15,000 for The Masquerader, 
which was made at Pimlico on Saturday last. 

It has been decided not to ship the great three 
year-old Luke Mei.uke to Woodbine to fill his en 
gageuient in the Toronto Cup on Saturday. The colt 
will go to Dorval Park to start in the $20.07*0 Derby, 
which will lie run during the June meeting at that 
track. 

William Snyder, one of starter Dade's assistant 
will leave here Friday night to do the starting on 
tlie opening day at Blue Bonnets.

NEW YORK RACING SEASON TO OPEN TODAY UNDER MORE 
FAVORABLE CONDITIONS THAN THOSE OF LAST YEAR 



New York. May 23. — Racing, revived a year ago 
after two years of Inactivity, promises to develop 
this season into the healthy, robust sport of other 
years under tile careful nursing of the Jockey Club 
iml the support of many new enthusiasts who have 
•mne to the rescue of tried and true patrons of 
tlie sport. Belmont Park, the finest appointed race 
track in the country, will tomorrow be the scene 
of the opening of the season with nearly 1,000 
horses to carry on tlie sport, day after day, until 
June 29, when the scene will shift to tlie Queens 
County Jockey Club track at Aqueduct. The 
Aqueduct meeting will last until July 10, after 
which the Empire City meeting at Yonkers will fill 
in tlie time until July 30, when the exodus for 
Saratoga will take place, with the prospect of a 
full mouth of high-class sport at the Sim. 

la the quality of tlie young horses the Belmont 
Park meeting promises to be remarkable. Last 
year there were only a few three-y ear-olds of 
merit. Imt the revival of the sport brought out a 
•rop of good two-year olds, several of which prom- 
ise to develop into sterling racers. The youngsters 
it the present season are even more promising, and 
the railbinls are already talking of tlie James 
Butler string, which has put in its appearance at 
the track. These are tlie colts and fillies which 
Mr. Butler bought from the James U. Keene estate 
last year. One of the best is Fair Count, by 
Voter— Cerito, a brother to Ballot. This eolt will 
m t make his appearance until the Laureate Stakes 
on tlie last day of tlie meeting. Among tlie Butler 
(digiliies for the Juvenile on the second day ot the 
meeting arc Kilkenny Boy. a half-brother to Celt: 
High Noon, a brother to Meeting House, and 
Pebbles, half-brother to Bunnymede and Ultimo. 
According to good judges, the best of the Butler 
two-year -olds will have their work cut out for them 
when they meet Ral Parr's The Masquerader, which 
conies to Belmont Park from Pimlico with an un- 
beaten record. 

One of the chief features of the meeting will 
be the steeplechasing, and it is doubtful if there 
ever were so many turfmen interested in this 
branch of the sport. August Belmont is a recruit 
to the ’chasing ranks, and two of his jumpers. 
Mission and Merry Task, won races through the field 
at Pimlico. Mrs. Payne Whitney will have a 
number of good jumpers, including tlie $ 10 , non 
Marcel linns, recently imported from England; Well 
Carter, Ballet and Virile. These will race uudci 
the colors of II. P. Whitney, owing to the death 
of Mrs. Whitney’s mother. There will be a steeple- 
chase on the card nearly every day. with the ex 
(•option of t lie days on which the Country Club races 
are held at Brroklino. 

Turfmen from the west and south are expected 
in much larger numbers than last year, owing to 
tlie fact that here will bo spurt every day in the 
week. Tlie only exceptions to this rule are on 
June 3 and 15. when the Piping Rock meeting will 
draw the racing crowd, and on June 9, the opening 
day of the international polo matches. On the 
sc-ond day of the polo the races will be brought for 
ward so that the race-goers may leave iu time to 
see the game at Meadow Brook. 

Big crowds are expected for the opening and on 
Decoration Day. when special trains will be run. 
leaving the Pennsylvania Station, New York, and 
Flatlmsb. at 12:30. 12:45. 1:00. 1:15. 1:30, 1:40, 

1:50 and 1:55. Other trains will lie run if neees 
sary. On tlie other race days trains will leave at 
12:30 and at intervals up to 1:55. 

Private Iietting. so-called, will Ik- permitted at 
Belmont Park. Ulster certain restrictions, based 
a I on court decisions on tlie anti-hookr.inkiug laws. 
District Attorney Lewis Smith, of Nassau County, 
outlined tlie situation in a talk with tlie sheriff aim 
llis deputies Saturday, while .the management ol 
tlie Westchester Racing Association also sent word 
to tin- Pinkerton Agency to enforce new ruk-s re 
gurding speculating, regardless of consequences. 

If one goes to the track and happens to meet 
somebody who will lay odds on a certain horse, one 
can make an oral wager, which may lie oil a card 
One can band this memorandum to tin- layer and 
a settlement in easli is permissible after the last 
race within tlie race track inclosure or outside tin 
gates. Dc|Misits are to In- allowed to be made prior 
to the running of tlie lir.- 1 race only. 

The Nassau County authorities will not interfere 



with these legal rights of the individual, according 
to Instructions received by the sheriff. But they 
will strictly enforce the law against tiookmakiug, 
which has been defined by tlie courts as the busi- 
ness of laying odds, soliciting and recording liets 
in a fixed place. If the sheriff’s men find persons 
takiug oral wagers from all comers day after day, 
arrests will follow and the evidence will be sub- 
mitted to file Nassau County grand jury, which 
will be kept iu session during the entire meeting. 

In order to prevent violations of the law the 
track management has instructed the Pinkertons 
to notify tlie professional element which usually 
lays odds that these things will not be tolerated: 
Standing in a fixed place to accept oral wagers. 
Displaying odds and soliciting bets from all 
comers. 

Recording wagers in pockets. 

Cash payments tiefore the last race is run. 
District Attorney Smith feels sure that the 
ounty authorities will he able to enforce the laws 
as they have iieen interpreted by the courts. 

“So long as the law, as it now stands upon the 
subject of hookniaking remains on the statute books, 
irrespective of whether it may be in accord with 
your or my personal views as to what it should lie. 
it is our duty to see to it that the law is upheld and 
enforced,” he said to tlie sheriff and his deputies. 
“If you observe any violations of the law it will 
become your duty to stop them and to arrest the 
offender, take him before the nearest magistrate and 
enter a complaint against him. 

"You must also remember that among the per- 
sos who will congregate at the track will be many 
highly respected and good citizens. Yon will not 
interfere with or trespass on the rights of any 
such people, who may come to the track for a day's 
pleasure or entertainment, so long as they are 
orderly and do not violate the law. If you should 
arrest' a person without proper cause you would 
then be invading the rights of such persons and do- 
ing an injustice and wrong.” 

Going into tlie matter of private wagers, the 
district attorney said: 

“An ordinary bet made between two individuals 
is not a crime, whether that bet be made witl* or 
without a memorandum or writing, as I understand 
and interpret the law on tills subject. In fact, if 
you should observe two men making more than one 
bet in a given day at the rac-e track, that of itself 
diK-s not constitute a crime, providing neither one 
ot tlie parties is acting in the capacity of a ltuok- 
tnak'-r.” 

Tlie district attorney, to illustrate the meaning 
of the term "hookniaking.” quoted the Court of 
Appeals' decision in the Lichtenstein and I.angan 
eases, to the effect that the practice consists of 
"soliciting and inducing tlie public to take chances 
in tin- carefully figured plan and scheme of the 
liookinaker.” 

Tlie Lambrix case, also decided by the Court of 
\ppcals. was cited to show that a bettor who records 
his wager is not amenable to the law. Tlie Shane 
case, which was passed on by Supreme Court Justice 
Scndder and unanimously affirmed by tlie Appellate 
Division, also was quoted by the district attorney, 
together with an opinion handed down last summer 
by Justice Niemann of Nassau County, both of 
which were based upon the rulings of the Court of 
Appeals. 

The sheriff and Ins deputies were instructed to 
keep a sharp watch for professional gamblers who 
might not Ik- willing to obey the rules of the 
track or the Interpretations of ihe law as laid down 
by the prosecuting officer. Turfmen, in view of 
the facts, believe that there will lie more freedom 
it Belli. out l'ark this year than at an.v time since 
lie passage of the Hart-Agnew laws.

SEVERAL JOCKEYS LOSE THEIR LICENSES. 

New York. May 25. — The stewards of the Jockey 
('lull have again refused a license to Tommy Me- 
Taggart, who rode for August Belmont last year. 
MeTaggart, who was set down last fall for rough 
riding at Laurel, lias been extremely penitent and 
confidently expected to get his license iu time to 
begin riding at Belmont Park. 

He was not the only rider to feel tlie hand of 
discipline, for the stewards revoked tlie licenses 
of Charles Borel and Boscoe Goose. Both these 
liojs had their licenses taken away by the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission, and tlie action of tlie 
Jockey Club stewards was in support of the Ken- 
tucky governing liody. 

Other jockeys denied licenses are Roy Meutry, 
Frank Adams and Eddie Teplin. Adams was pun- 
ished for his part in the running of J. H. Barr at 
Norfolk last fall, when the horse showed incon- 
sistency. Mentry’s application was denied on a 
report from Pimlico, and Taplin came under official 
displeasure on a report from the west. 

Hugh Penny, who holds the contract on the noted 
lightweight jockey Johnny MeTaggart and who 
formerly trained for IV. M. Sheedy. had his trainer’s 
license suspended pending a hearing by the license 
committee. The trouble arose when former jockey 
James Reed, who was mixed up in the scandal 
which led to the revoking of jockey J. Wilson's 
license last fall, was noticed around the stable in 
which SUeedy’s horses. Tay Pay, Pert brock and 
Dnncraig. were kepL At tlie time this was noticed 
the horse also were suspended. Tlie horses have 
now been reinstated, but the stewards require an 
explanation from Penny as to his relations with 
Iteed. 

The appeal of Capt. E. T5. Cassatt front the rul- 
ing of the stewards at Pimlico, in refusing him 
permission to start Trial by Jury in the Clahaugh 
Slemorial. was laid on the tattle pending further 
information on the subject. Tlie Clahaugh Memorial 
is a race for two-year-olds bred in Virginia. Mary 
land and Pennsylvania. The entry of Trial by 
Jury was accepted, and at the eleventh hour per- 
mission to start him was refused. The stewards 
of tlie meeting based their ruling on the fact that 
Princess Chie. the dam of Trial by Jury, hail been 
muted to Fair Play in Kentucky and held that 
fact to bar the colt from such a race.

Tlie Epsom Derby will lie run Wednesday after 
noon. The scratching of The Tetrarcb deprived the 
great rnoe of u measure of its interest, imt insures 
more starters than would have contested it had lie 
been sent to the post. His withdrawal served 
to make Kenny more a firm favorite. At latest 
advice lie was at 2 to 1 in the betting. However, 
tlie running of the Newmarket Stakes. May 13, 
led to the conclusion that King George’s colt. Brake 
spear, is vested with better than an outside chance 
for carrying off the "Blue Riband of the Turf." 
In the Two Thousand Guineas Kennytnore only 
defeated Coreyra by the narrowest of margins in 
a desperately-contested finish. On tlie date named 
Coreyra won the Newmarket Stakes at a mile and 
a quarter. lie was the favorite at 1 to 4 anil 
Brakespear was at 20 to 1. but Coreyra only <T*> 
feated him by a few inches, the mile and a quarter 
being run in 2:01% and each colt carrying 12(5 
pounds. Brakespear is a colt of uncertain temper 
blit, if in the mood to do his best, may give King 
George tlie same triumph with which iu 1909 
Minoru delighted his father.

DOUGLAS PARK TRACK IN FINE SHAPE FOR 
SOME FAST PERFORMANCES. 

Flying Feet Runs Mile and an Eighth in 1:51% — 
Big Crowd at Kentucky Course in Spite of 
Heat Wave. 



Louisville, Ky„ May 25.— Extremely warm 

weather which prevailed today, had no effect on 
the attendance and one of the largest Monday crowds 
that has ever witnessed racing at Douglas Park 
was on hand. The racing was brilliant and several 
of Nu- finishes being close enough to suit the most 
exacting. Fast time was the order. Flying Feet. 

winning the closing dash, equaled Melton Street’s 

track record of 1:51% for one mile and an eighth. 
Speculation was heavy throughout and good prices 
prevailed against the winners. 

Tlie purse race at cue mile and a sixteenth went 
to John Hund, which ruled favorite over Magnet and 
Dr. Samuel. The winner lead for the entire trip 
and sbHxi off challenges offered hy Tavolara, Dr. 
Samuel and Magnet. 

For rough riding in the opening dash, when he 
caused a mixii" immediately after the start, jockey 
N’icol was suspended for five days by the stewards. 

Jockey Kederis, who is under contract to ride 
for James Butler on the eastern tracks, left tonight 
for Belmont Park. Kederis has been riding in ex- 
cellent form in Kentucky. 

Tlie United States Supreme Court today dismissed 
for want of jurisdiction tin- plea in error of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad against Catesby 
Woodford and John T. Ireland, whose carload of 
horses, en route from Lexington to Juarez, were 
burned. The lower court awarded the horsemen 
damages in tlie slim of $15.(X)0 and the Supreme 
Court, by its ruling today, practically confirmed the 
lower court’s decision. 

Trainer John F. Schorr stated today that an in- 
jury sustained by Luke McLuke in the Kentucky 
Handicap was oi sVjght consequence aud that he 
would walk out of his lameness in a few days and 
in- shipped to New York next Sunday, according to 
present intentions. 

E. It. Bradley will ship several of his racers 
back to Idle Hour farm near Lexington and the re- 
mainder of liis tiig string will be taken to Latonia 
for the raring there and later transferred to Empire 
City and Saratoga. 

C. S. Wilson, G. B. Morris, J. Umensetter and 
Hickey & Cloher will ship their racing strings at 
tlie close of the Douglas Park meeting to Denver 
for a summer campaign on western tracks. 

Tlie two-horse combination, consisting of Sweet- 
heart Sue and Lace, yielded its hackers $39.35. 
The tliree-ltorse — John Hund. Campeon aud Flying 
Feet — rewarded its backers to the extent of $47.15 
for each $2 invested.
